(It’s June, so here we go with Mike Chrisman’s renowned 
annual commencement speech, suitable for framing.) 

Congratulations, graduates!!! 

That’s right...congratulations, because it’s time once again to 
getup on theoldhigh horse and deliver a ton of shiny, happy platitudes 
about your day, your life, your chance to make the world safe for 
multinational corporations. 

Just for the sake of argument, Ict’s say you're graduating for the first ime. You 
may need some background on what you're getting yourself into. Although it’s late in 
June, there’s probably still time to fail your senior year; that way you won’t have to 
graduate for another twelve months. As we explore the world of graduation, you may sce 
why this is a good idea.

Then there are The Arts, with their power to clevate, amuse, enlighten, inspire. 
Each year thousands of young people expect their lives to be uplifted in this noble arena. 
Unfortunately, there are no jobs in The Aris. 

I hope this overview of the working world will help you graduates as you swim 
blindly through the piranha-infested rivers of American commerce. And if you only 
remember one thing from this commencement speech, remember this: over 98% of all 
Americans hold only one job their entire lives.

Earthquakes 


A very powerful offshore 
KS quake and _ resulting 
tsunami in the Indonesian 
state of East Timor killed at least 
eight people and left scores of oth- 
ers injured. Most of the damage and 
fatalities were near the capital of Dili. 
In northern Greece, an earth- 
quake wrecked about 1,000 homes, 
causing at least $86 million in dam- 
age in the Kozani farming region. 
The midday quake resulted in no 
casualties but injured 25 people. 
One of the world’s most powerful 
temblors this year rocked New 
Caledonia from an epicenter deep 
beneath the South Pacific. Quakes 
were also felt in southern Bolivia, the 
central coast of Chile, Taiwan, 
Japan's Kanto region, northern Pak- 
istan and Northern California. 


Heartland Storms 


Relentless storms which 
ga have pounded the U.S. 
took a more northerly 
course, allowing record flooding to 
recede in Louisiana, but raking parts 
of the Midwest with tornadoes, 
~ floods and hailstorms. Twisters that 
ripped through many parts of 
Kansas and Indiana, damaged 
homes, farms and cars, and toppled 
long stretches of utility poles. 
Seemingly endless waves of rain 
have turned the fields in the fertile 
Great Plains to mud, preventing 
farmers from conducting cultivation 
that should have been done weeks 
ago. The optimum date for corn 
planting has passed in many areas. 
Regular rains combined with a 
deep snowpack in the Rockies 
threaten to bring spring flooding in 
eastern Colorado to historic levels. 


Still Testing 
China, the only nation not 
observing the global mora- 
torium on nuclear testing, 
conducted an underground nuclear 
explosion beneath its Lop Nor 
desert. The blast registered a mag- 


FRE, 
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nitude of 6.1, according to worldwide 
seismic monitoring. China is 
expected to explode four more 
hydrogen bombs by the end of 1996. 


Extinction 


Pure-blooded Japanese 
| a ae ibises are now 

fated to extinction after five 
eggs laid in April by the last known 
female remained unfertilized. The 
state environment agency believes 
that “Kin” is now about 28 years 
old—too old to reproduce. The 
crested ibis once flourished in 
Japan, Korea and China, but rapidly 
disappeared during the late 19th 
century because of hunting and 
depletion of its natural habitat. 


Fish Plague 


Masses of dead Pacific 
Ee sardines are washing up 

on Australia’s southern 
coastline as a result of what experts 
say is likely a virus or tropical dis- 
ease. The fish plague is feared to 
havekilled billions of pilchards along 
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2,000 miles of coast from Perth to 
Sydney. It is the most severe fish 
kill in the nation’s history. 


Killing Heat 


- Another week of intense 
heat in the western half of 
h India and Pakistan killed at 
least 15 more people and is respon- 
sible for a sharp increase in com- 
municable diseases. The chairman 
of the Pakistan Homeopathic Foun- 
dation, F.J.H. Shah, said the high 
temperatures, combined with unhy- 
gienic conditions, have caused an 
outbreak of diarrhea, chicken pox 
and fever among the population, 
especially the elderly. A sudden 
demand for electricfans and air con- 
ditioning in India has resulted in a 
string of massive power failures.

Members of the Beijing paramilitary 
armed police found the toothy 
rodent while on patrol in their bar- 
racks on the outskirts of the capital. 
Police asked experts to identify the 
24-inch-long animal before they 
decide its fate.

Drought 


The most severe dry spell 
to hit northern Mexico in 
more than 50 years has 
killed 200,000 head of cattle and 
severely depleted water supplies. 
The drought was estimated to have 
caused more than $72 million in 
damage to the states of Chihuahua, 
Coahuila, Durango, Nuevo Leon 
and Tamaulipas. Officials in the 
neighboring U.S. state of Texas 
rejected a plea by the Mexican gov- 
ernment to make water available 
from the Rio Grande River region. 
A severe drought affecting parts 
of China’s Guangdong province is 
seriously damaging sugarcane, 
peanuts and other cash crops, the 
official China Daily reported. Rain- 
fall has been less than 20 percent of 
normal during the past two months 
in the worst-affected areas. 


Spring Floods 

Another week of seemingly 
ae; endless waves of torrential 

rains and severe thunder- 
storms kept floodwaters high over 
parts of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers. Several agricultural levies 
around St. Louis collapsed, flooding 
farmlands but lowering the Missis- 
sippi from its highest levels since 
the devastating 1993 inundations. 
At least two people have died from 
the flooding in Missouri.  Illinois’s 
governor asked President Clinton to 
declare two of his state’s hardest-hit 
counties federal disaster areas. 


Sandstorm 
An A one-hour sandstorm that 
struck the north China 
regions of Ningxia Hui and 
Inner Mongolia killed 6,000 head of 
livestock and left 105,000 others 
missing. The storm also damaged 
about 5,000 acres of graincrops and 
hundreds of wind-driven genera- 
tors, as well as leaving about 300 
wells buried under sand. Local 
meteorologists blame the disaster 
on an extended drought. 
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Earthquakes 
A powerful temblor and 
LS] numerous aftershocks 
struck the Indonesian 


island of Sulawesi, injuring at least 
38 people and damaging more than 
300 buildings. Indonesia’s Flores 
Island was rocked by a quake that 
killed a child and wrecked 15 build- 
ings in the Adonara district. In 
Alaska, a series of strong tremors 
shook Anchorage, but only minor 
injuries were reported. 

Quakes were also felt in Japan’s 
Hokkaido Island, Colombia, Slove- 
nia, Switzerland, the eastern Philip- 
pines, Greece, the Alaska Penin- 
sula and Southern California.

The report said 
400 square miles along the western 
shoreline and Taipei basin have 
been sinking into the Pacific atarate 
of about nine feet during the past 14 
years. Emergency funds of $224 
million were spent last year to build 
support structures along the coast, 
and to relocate numerous buildings, 
including schools.

The 24-year-old man was 
one of four who went fishing with a 
high-voltage line attached to a net, 
designed to stun and capture the 
fish. “For a while everything went 
according to the poachers’ plan, and 
they had fish in their bags. But sud- 
denly, one man holding the net 
tripped and fell into the water,” the 
agency said. The other fishermen 
tried in vain to revive him, it added.
